7 the New York state Legislature there is now a bill pro- 

viding for uniform traffic regulation throughout the 
commonwealth. This measure has a number of excellent 
features. It will provide uniform traffic regulation for 
every town and city in the state. A driver will know exactly 
what is expected of him no matter where he may be. 

Under the terms of this bill red will always mean 
“Stop” and green will always mean “Go.” When 
amber is used, it will always be simply a warning that 
signals are about to change. Amber may also be used 
as a signal for caution. Either fixed or flashing, it 
may be used to signify “proceed with caution.” An- 
other feature of the bill is a provision that the green 
tught means not vuly that traffic may move, but is 
required to move. Thus, a driver facing a green light 
must move his car and get out of the way of traffic 
coming on behind him. 

This bill, which was introduced by Assemblyman H. A. 
Bartholomew, defines the rights of pedestrians, who may 
cross the street only in the direction of moving traffic. In 
other words, pedestrians must move with traffic with the 
green light sending it across street intersections. This law

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Chalfant, Analysing Replacement 
Market, Predicts Big Year Ahead 


For Jobbers and 


Dealers Who Work 





By E. P. CHALFANT 
Executive Vice-President National Standard.Parts Association 
HE importance of having a thoroughly sound foundation 
for any structure is graphically pointed out to us by 
the builders of our modern skyscrapers when they spend long 
periods of time in making the preliminary soundings and 
preparing studiously for the understructure which will 
support veritable mountains of steel, concrete and stone on 
top—in the form of the building itself. 


The foundation of the replace-© 


ment parts industry is composed 
of the 84,000 independent repair 
shops scattered throughout the 
country, this number representing a 
100 per cent. increase during the 
last eight years, thus evifiencing a 
healthy and growing demand for 
their services in keeping our army 
of automobiles in running order. 


As the skyscraper depends upon 
the condition of its deeply sunk 
caissons for its strength so does 
the replacement parts industry de- 
pend also upon its foundation— 
upon the development and the 
progress and prosperity of the re- 
pairmen. 


The National Standard Parts As- 
sociation regards these 84,000 inde- 
pendent repairmen as being the 
bone and sinew of our organization. 
They are the caissons of our struc- 
ture—the future development and 
growth of our market and of our 
association

| ufacturer and jobber realize the im- 
: portance of his ultimate consumer 
; prospering and keeping pace with 


the times, the ultimate consumer for 
the manufacturer and jobber being 
the independent repairman. 

Our merchandising service depart- 
ment, under the direction of Tom 
Duggan, is entering upon a year 
filled with plans with what we hope 
to accomplish for the repairman 
and jobber. A vigorous campaign 
of education will carry the message 
of sound modern business principles 
as applied specifically to their busi- 
ness—to the entire fabric of 84,000 
repairmen. 

In many localities these men are 
now carrying on the work them- 
selves after our preliminary work 
by organizing local associations. 
The association is laying extensive 
plans for stimulating their activities 
and helping them by various other 
promotional methods from head- 
quarters. 

Having just attended two na- 
tional automobile shows and hav- 
ing just returned from a long trip 
through the East and South, 
where I visited with a number of 
replacement parts manufacturers 
and a greater number of jobbers 
and repairmen, I view the year 
1928 with a great deal of optimism. 
How else could a man feel—ex- 
cept with optimism—when you 
consider the manner in which the 
automotive industry is going for- 
ward? 

There are now more than 23,000,- 
000 trucks and cars, about 5% per 
cent. more than in 1926. We are 
told that more than $8,000,000,000 
was spent last year for automo- 
tive products and that more than 
half this amount was for the main- 
tenance and upkeep of the cars in 
operation. 

Automotive leaders tell us that 
1928 will see an increase over 1927 
of from 20 to 25 per cent. in the 
number of passenger cars sold in 
the domestic market. Also that an 
increase of about 15 per cent. in the 
number of commercial vehicles sold 
is to be expected—with a consider- 
ably larger demand for buses. 








P. CHALFANT, executive 
vice - president, National 
Standard Parts Association, who 
sees excellent year ahead for 
replacement men who work hard. 











The 1927 edition of “Facts and 
Figures of the Automobile Industry,” 
prepared and compiled by the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, has achart headed “Replace- 
ment Market Growing.” This chart 
shows that the replacement market 
nearly doubled in the four-year 
period 1923-1924-1925-1926. In 1925 
the replacement market just kept 
pace with the increase in the num- 
ber of new cars, but in 1926 the in- 
crease in the replacement market 
was double the gain in percentage 
that new cars made. In other words, 
the replacement market is now 
making a bigger gain in percentage 
each year than the increase in new 
cars sold. 

It seems to me of utmost import- 
ance that total registrations of pas- 
senger cars in the United States has 
shown the normal increase main- 
tained during the past three years, 
reaching the figure of 20,140,000 cars 
after making deductions for 1,795,- 
000 scrapped in 1927 and replaced 
by cars of that year. 


Another significant develop- 
ment in the market is the fact 
that the percentage of new car 
sales for replacement in_ this 
country increased from 61 per 
cent. to 74 per cent. while the 
number of first time buyers 
decreased from 1,500,000 in 1926 
to 720,000 in 1927. This figure 
does not indicate the actual num- 
ber of first time buyers as there 
is undoubtedly a percentage of 
new car sales made in families 
already owning one car. 


As far as the replacement service 
parts field is concerned, I can see 
only a year of good business ahead 
—a mighty good year, but a year 
filled with good business only to the 
man who works and works hard. 
Automotive men will find com- 
petition keener and unit profits 
smaller, which means more and 
harder work, particularly with part 
of the anatomy above the ears—for 
it will take intelligent effort, real 
head work—to bring in profits this 
year.

This Jobber Tapped 
Outside Field to 
Make Big Sale 


The leading jobbers and whole- 
salers stock and sell bins and 
similar metal containers for the 
storing of parts and supplies. But 
outside of the automotive trade it 
is not believed that the jobber 
has ever made any attempt to de- 
velop other markets. In other 
words, he has not diversified his 
selling efforts on the line. 

What is believed to be the first 
real sale outside of the automotive 
field, and a radically new develop- 
ment, was the sale of 1,000 Lupton 
steel lockers to the Level Club, a 
$4,000,000 structure recently com- 
pleted in New York city. 

The sale was made by Allie 
Antkes and James Martin of the 
Automotive Corporation, and in 
competition with a number of con- 
cerns seeking the club’s business. 
The salesmen proved to the com- 
mittee that the Lupton lockers were 
the best buy and got the name on 
the dotted line. And an order for 
1,000 lockers is no small one. Both 
Antkes and Martin have purchased 
one each of the lockers. They are 
both members of the club. 


This sale proves quite conclu- 
sively that the Lupton line is not 
confined to the autemotive trade, 
and indicates that the wide-awake ~ 
jobber can and will develop new 
accounts and outside of the in- 
dustry, if he “stops, leoks and 
listens.”

¥ ONDON, Feb. 11.—Fig- 

ures just made available 
on the 1927 passenger car 1m- 
ports of India, while not com- 
plete, show that the market 
for cars there is constantly 
growing. 

The six-month period of April- 
September of last year showed 
total ‘imports of 7,167, compared | 
with the same 1926 period’s total 
of 5,966, an increase of 201 cars 
of 2.8 per cent. 

While this is admitted to be sat-| 
isfactory progress, considering the | 
general condition of the automo-| 

tive business all over the world in | 
1927, an analysis of these figures | 
indicates that the shares of various | 
manufacturing countries in Indian | 
imports have been very unequal. 

The principal gain was registered 
by the United States, amounting to 
1,358 cars more than during the | 
1926 period, while British car sales 

increased 320 and those of various 
other countries 32.
